WASHINGTON. June 
14,—Fa­ 
vorable action by both houses of 
Congress today assured continua­ 
tion of federal rent controls until 
at least December 31. 
A decision on the actual expira­ 
tion date Will be reached by a joint 
House-Senate conference commit­ 
tee. 
In addition, communities which 
prefer to do so can have controls 
continued 
until June 30, 
1951. 
Controls will end automatically in 
all 
other 
communities 
on 
the 
earlier date. 
To Get Truman Approval 
President Trum an's approval of 
a compromise bill passed by the 
Senate and the House is considered 
certain, although he had requested 
a 
simple one-year extension of 
existing law. 
The House assured extension of 
controls beyond the June 30 ex­ 
piration date when it voted 202 to 
163 for the compromise bill spon­ 
sored by Chairman Spence <D> Ky., 
of the Banking and Currency com­ 
mittee. 
The House bill was amended on 
the floor to provide for a seven- 
month extension. Rep. Judd (R) 
Minn., who sponsored the one- 
month addition, explained that this 
will give state legislatures an op­ 
portunity to act when they convene 
in January. 
Goes To Conference 
The Senate bill, adopted Mon­ 
day by a vote of 38 to 26. provides 
for a six-month extension, until 
December 31. This is the major I 
difference in the two versions of 
the bill, which now goes to a con­ 
ference committee for its final 
touches

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WASHINGTON, D. C — 
TREND OR TREADMILL? 
Republican leader* are talking with 
more confidence than they feel about the GOP trend in the recent 
primary elections. 
Gov. W arren’s showing in California and Sen, 
Hickenlooper’s in Iowa both seem to match the meaning of Sen. Pep­ 
per's earlier overthrow in Florida by a conservative Democrat. 
All 
signs point to a Republican landslide—but is that good at this tim e? 
There’s always the haunting memory of 1946. the year that produced 
the 80th Congress. 
That off-year sweep gave the GOP a bad case 
of overconfidence which resulted in Candidate Dewey’s nomination 
and the attem pt to win the 1948 election on a campaign of gentle 
generalities. 
Rather than see the GOP mount the same dismal tread­ 
mill, there are those who prefer the party to come to the 1952 Conven­ 
tion in a spirit of desperation. 
For it is desperation that would 
bring about the nomination of Gen. Elsenhower or Sen. Taft, the 
most outspoken enemies of the Welfare State. 
A soft victory in 50 
might lead to the building up of a soft candidate in '52 


THE WHISTLE BLOWS TWICE. 
Two schools of thought can be 
discerned in the GOP councils. 
One group holds that a party spokes­ 
man. well wired for sound, be sent out to tour the whistle-stops recent­ 
ly visited by President Truman. 
The spokesman, preferably a non- 
candidate for the '52 nomination, would oppose the Brannan plan, 
the Ewing free medicine plan and othar Tru Deal “dream s” as Mr. 
Truman was unwary enough to call them during his own recent trip. 
This plan would be a departure from the usual procedure of an out- 
party in an off-year election. 
Hitherto the individual candidates for 
House and Senate have been left to work out their own salvation in 
their separate states. 
But Mr Truman, as leader of the Democrats, 
has promised to take to the rails again and name the “obstructionists’* 
who blocked his program for the 81st Congress. 
It’s argued that the 
Republicans will need a defense attorney who speaks for the who)« 
party. 
The other GOP group holds that the grassroots ought to be left to 
the individual candidates, and that any party spokesman ought to 
confine himself to a few high-altitude speeches by radio. 
This view­ 
point is being urged by the global-minded Republicans who feel thal 
the GOP is in danger of lapsing back to isolationism. 
Specifically, 
they feel that somebody in authority ought to answer Herbert Hoover * 
recent advice that we give up on the United Nations. 
The high- 
altitude speeches, if this viewpoint prevails, would go beyond the usual 
platitudes about embracing a bipartisan foreign policy. 
Secretary of 
State Acheson would be criticized for sins of omission—mainly for 
the things he hasn't done in Germany and China, 


DEMERIT SYSTEM. 
Despite the nobility of Sen. Margaret Chaie 
Sm ith’s “declaration of conscience” speech, Republican strategists 
are in no haste either to denounce or to renounce McCarthyism. Three 
members of the investigating committee are up for reelection and all 
of them have had some educational 
experience. 
Sen. Tydings 
charged with trying to defend the Administration’s reputation, was 
booed at a Baltimore gathering. Sen. McMahon, who started off on 
the Tydings tack, became rather non-committal after reading his mail 
from the home state. 
Sen. Hickenlooper, who served as McCarthy’s 
spokesman on the committee, has already won his primary election 
by an astonishing majority. Even if McCarthy continues to prove 
nothing about bis original charges, the GOP is expected to blame the 
Democrats for haboring poor security risks if not traitors. 
There are 
those 90-odd perverts in the State Department and there is William 
Remington, recently indicted for perjury. 


THE REMINGTON TWIST.—Sen. Maione, Republican of Nevada 
has showed the GOP what can be done by a little bluff and bluster’ 
He recently threatened to investigate the Commerce Department unless 
Secretary Sawyer fired Remington, a $10,000-a-yeareconomist Sawyer 
rather than risk an investigation, dismissed Remington who had been 
cleared of disloyalty by the President’s Loyalty Review Board. 
The 
gist of the Remington case is that he adm itted giving official docu­ 
ments to Elizabeth Bentley, a confessed Russian spy. 
He denied how­ 
ever. that the documents were of any importance and that he knew 
her to be a spy at that time. 
The Loyalty Board took his word for 
it, and Secretary Sawyer put him back to work in a less responsible 
position. 
But Malone has dem onstrated a new Democratic weakness 
If Democrats won’t fight for a man who’s been officially cleared thev 
are more frightened than anybody knows.

Radio And TV Stations 


WASHINGTON, June 14.— (INS) 
— The proud citizens of Texas can 
claim another "first.'' Their state 
heads all others in the number of 
radio and television stations within 
its borders. 
Texas has 222 of the 3.226 broad­ 
cast outlets now in the United 
States and its possessions, accord­ 
ing to a Federal Communications 
Commission tabulation. 
California ranks second with 219 
stations. 
The national total breaks down 
into 2295 standard wave radio sta­ 
tions. 822 frequency modulations 
stations (FM), and 109 television 
stations. 
Texas and California topped the 
standard station list with 183 and 
143 respectively. Pennsylvania is 
third with 111 and Puerto Rico's 
25 authorizations is more than any 
of 15 states. 
But the number of TV stations 
in Texas— six— is overshadowed by 


New York. Ohio and California, in 
that order, with 13. 12 and 11 
video outlets. 
Pennsylvania Leads in FM 
Pennsylvania has the most FM 
station« with 67 commercial and 
educational. California has 65, New 
York 62 and Illinois and Ohio, 51 
each. 
Thirty-six cities have 10 or more 
broadcast stations, including non- 
s commercial 
educational.

Chicago is 
second with 13. Eight cities have 
more FM (commercial and educa­ 
tional) than AM grants.

Stale To Spread 
Germs Killing 
Japanese Beetles 


HARRISBURG, June 14—(INS) 
The state agriculture department 
reported that it hopes to destroy 
millions of Japanese beetle grub 
by distribution of “milky disease" 
germs throughout the state. 
The germs are carried In a pow­ 
dered talc mixture which is spread 
through the soil. 
Plant Industry Bureau Director 
Thomas L. Guyton said the “milky 
disease” is the second phase of 
the department’s 1950 beetle kill­ 
ing campaign. 
First step was to liberate 14 
colonies of Korean tiphia wasps 
in central and western counties to 
act as parasites to destroy several 
million beetles a year.

E. Gene Schweinsberg. director 
of streets, into whose lap council 
dumped the oiling of streets prob­ 
lem, today explained his attitude 
toward requests for oiling council 
has received.

“A large number of residents 
have the mistaken idea that the 
city is oiling thoroughfares. 
This 
is untrue. 
“When the 
1950 budget 
was 
made «o provision for funds for 
oiling was made." Schweinsberg 
stated. 
"How’cver, this year, the streets 
department 
has 
an 
especially 
equipped truck with which they oil 
streets, 
providing the 
residents 
procure their own oil." 
Mr. Schweinsberg then recited 
that the city has miles and miles 
of dirt streets and a large number 
of dirt alleys. 
No Appropriation 
"However, I believe the city 
should ‘go along’ to alleviate dust 
on streets leading to recreation 
centers, cemeteries and along thor­ 
oughfares used by autos where 
persons take driving tests.
